Message shows kidnapped journalist's plight

A desperate cry for help 
has been heard from an 
Alberta journalist, 
kidnapped a world away 
almost nine months ago. 

Sylvan Lake native 
Amanda Lindhout’s Soma¬ 
lian captors allowed her, or 
someone impersonating 
her, to speak with an 
Agence France-Presse cor¬ 
respondent for five min¬ 
utes on Sunday. 

“I have been sick for 
months. Unless my govern¬ 
ment, the people of Cana¬ 


da, all my family and 
friends can get one million 
dollars, I will die here, that 
is certain,” Lindhout re¬ 
portedly said. 

Lindhout and Nigel Bren¬ 
nan, an Australian photog¬ 
rapher, were abducted out¬ 
side Somalia’s capital city 
of Mogadishu last August. 

Somali Journalists Rights 
Agency spokesman Daud 
Abdi Daud told Metro yes¬ 
terday that fighting in Mo¬ 
gadishu halted all negotia¬ 
tions, but that Lindhout 
could be released within 
two months if violence 
quells. 

“An idea about how 


Amanda and Nigel can get 
their freedom is depen¬ 
dant on the fighting in Mo¬ 
gadishu,” he said. 

Daud confirmed that 
Lindhout has been living 
in a windowless room, is 
only fed once a day, and 
has no access to clean wa¬ 
ter. 

He believes Lindhout has 
been seriously ill for five of 
the nine months she’s 
been held captive. 

Unconfirmed reports 
that Lindhout is pregnant 
make her imprisonment a 
dire situation, he added. 

It is not known where 
Lindhout and Brennan are 


being held, but it’s be¬ 
lieved the distressed pair 
read from a statement, and 
pleaded for more help 
from their governments to 
ensure their release. 

“We are requesting the 
position of the Somali gov¬ 
ernment and the position 
of the international com¬ 
munity to help release the 
hostages,” Daud said. 

A man described only as 
a intermediaiy for kidnap¬ 
pers told AFP: “Anyone 
who is concerned about 
their situation should con¬ 
tribute to their release, 
otherwise they will be suf¬ 
fering even more.” 


Changes 
on way 
'for Bill 44 


school A controversial bill 
that could extend human 
rights protection to 
parents who want to pull 
their children from classes 
on sex or religion will be 
changed, said Alberta Cul¬ 
ture Minister Lindsay 
Blackett yesterday. 

During question period, 
Blackett told the 
legislature that Bill 44 will 
face some amendments, 
but didn’t specify what 
those amendments are or 
what it could mean for 
parents or teachers. 

“We will make some 
amendments to make sure 
and clarify the intent of 
this caucus and this 
government,” said Black¬ 
ett after a question was 
raised by Alberta Liberal 
Leader David Swann. 

“We will not put them 
in any undue 
circumstances.” 

Government 
spokeswoman Shawna 
Cass said the amendment 
will exempt teachers who 
make indirect or inciden¬ 
tal mentions of sexual ori¬ 
entation, sex or religion. 

Parents, however, will 
still have a right to pull 
children out of classes, 
confirmed Cass. 

The bill will lead to a 
change within Alberta’s 
Human Rights Act that 
could force school boards 
to notify parents when 
teachers offer lessons that 
deals explicitly with 
religion or sexual orienta¬ 
tion.

City will learn from 
losing bid: Mayor 

Lessons from Universiade to be applied to Expo

A bid to bring in World Ex¬ 
po to Alberta’s capital city 
for 2017 suddenly became 
much stronger after 
lessons were learned from 
a failed bid to bring the 
World University Games 
to Edmonton, Mayor 
Stephen Mandel said yes¬ 
terday. 

After the International 
University Sports Federa¬ 
tion awarded Gwangju, 
South Korea, the rights to 
host the 2015 Summer Uni¬ 
versiade over the weekend, 
Mandel says the city will 
now take a closer look into 
its Expo bid, and that in¬ 
cludes looking at how suc¬ 
cessful it could be when it’s 
presented to another inter¬ 


national committee. 

“Part of the (Expo) bid 
must include an evaluation 
of the bid opportunities to 
win and what it is going to 
take,” said Mandel, who 
called the Universiade bid a 
great lesson during a news 
conference at city hall. 

“If we can’t do what it’s 
going to take, then we need 
to stop right away.” 

The federal government 
must also be pitched for 
support by the Expo bid 
committee along with get¬ 
ting support from the 
province — something 
Mandel believes the com¬ 
mittee will get later this 
year. 

But striking out on Uni¬ 
versiade doesn’t mean the 
city will halt plans to im¬ 
prove many of its sports 
venues like Clarke Park, 


said Mandel. 

“We didn’t win, so we 
now have to move forward 
from this point,” said Man- 
del. 

“What isn’t going to hap¬ 
pen, isn’t going to happen, 
but we’ll make sure that a 
lot of things that we hoped 
would happen will try to 
happen ... like the GO Cen¬ 
tre or expansion to Clarke 
Stadium and other things.” 

Eric Newell, the chair of 
the Universiade bid com¬ 
mittee, says the estimated 
$2 million to get the Uni¬ 
versiade was well-spent. 

“You have to make in¬ 
vestments to go ahead and 
if we’d have gotten the 
games it would have been 
fantastic for our city and 
our country,” said Newell. 
“I don’t regret that invest¬ 
ment at all.”

UN condemns test 


politics The Conservative 
government unveiled an 
expansion of jobless bene¬ 
fits yesterday but rejected 
demands from opposition 
parties to relax current eli¬ 
gibility rules or risk facing 
an election over the issue.

in power. 

One Liberal official, who 
asked not to be identified, 
said the new benefits had 
already been flagged in the 
January federal budget and

World leaders decry N. Korean nuclear action

The UN Security Council 
unanimously condemned 
North Korea’s latest 
nuclear test yesterday, say¬ 
ing it was a “clear 
violation” of a previous 
resolution passed in 2006 
after Pyongyang’s first 
atomic test. 

Further action at the 
United Nations was expect¬ 
ed in coming days in re¬ 
sponse to North Korea’s 
second nuclear test con¬ 
ducted early yesterday, 
which drew strong rebuke 
from around the world. 

“The members of the Se¬ 
curity Council have decid¬ 
ed to start work immedi¬ 
ately on a Security Council 
resolution on this matter,” 
said the statement, read to 
reporters after a closed- 
door council meeting by 
Russian UN Ambassador 
Vitaly Churkin. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama said Pyongyang’s 
nuclear weapon program 
was a threat to internation¬ 
al peace and security and 
called for an international 
response. The North’s 
neighbour and longtime 
benefactor, China, said it 
was “resolutely opposed” 
to the test. 

Russia, which called the 


test a threat to regional se¬ 
curity, said the blast was 
about equal in power to 
the U.S. atom bomb 
dropped on the Japanese 


city of Nagasaki during the 
Second World War, or 
about 20 times larger than 
the North’s test in 2006.

France, Germany float climate pact 


environment France and 
Germany suggested yester¬ 
day that rich nations 
should collectively guaran¬ 
tee deep cuts in green¬ 
house gases by 2020 while 
giving flexibility to lag¬ 
gards such as the United 
States to catch up later. 

France said the idea, 
floated at talks among 17 
top greenhouse gas emit¬ 
ters including China, Unit¬ 
ed States, Russia and India, 
could help towards a new 
UN climate treaty. 


French Environment 
Minister Jean-Louis Borloo 
said France and Germany 
reckoned developed na¬ 
tions could sign up to cut 
their overall emissions by

For another, the issue 
of changes to employment 
insurance isn’t important 
enough to trigger a new 
one. For another, Liberals 
are unlikely to get the sup¬ 
port of the opposition par¬ 
ties to defeat the govern¬ 
ment on a non-confidence 
motion. 

And so everybody should 
relax and tune out politics 
until the MPs return to 
work in late September be¬ 
fore their weeklong 
Thanksgiving break in mid- 


October. 

By that time, the Conser¬ 
vatives hope the recession 
will be easing off and their 
attack ads will have suc¬ 
ceeded in making voters 
believe Michael Ignatieff is 
an arrogant elitist whose 
only interest in this coun¬ 
try has been for vacation 
stopovers. 

They should bear in 
mind, however, that the 
last so-called arrogant elitist 
who sat in the king’s chair 
was Pierre Trudeau. A new 
poll rating modem prime 
ministers shows Tmdeau 
on top by a huge margin. 


He scored 39 per cent, with 
everyone else in the foot¬ 
note category at 11 per cent 
or worse. Stephen Harper 
was at 11 per cent, but the 
bad news for him was he 
topped the list for worst 
PM, scoring 22 per cent. 

Tmdeau also had the rep¬ 
utation of someone who 
cared more what was hap¬ 
pening in the salons of Paris 
than the bowling alleys of 
Moose Jaw. That didn’t hurt 
him either. He also had the 
reputation of being an intel¬ 
lectual, something else the 
anti-Iggy ads scorn. That 
didn’t hurt him either. 


Come to think of it, 
maybe the Grits ought to be 
saluting the ads painting 
their new guy as an out¬ 
sider. The thing about 
Tmdeau was he wasn’t 
pedestrian, like (yawn) 
some latter-day prime min¬ 
isters we know. That’s why 
he was and is still admired. 
His outsider aura gave him 
a compelling mystique. He 
rose above — as national 
leaders should — our collec¬ 
tive mundanity.

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Kuwaiti women inspire historic change 


I love it when women put 
the fear of God into coun¬ 
tries. That’s how I like to 
explain Saudi Arabia’s de¬ 
cision to delay municipal 
elections for two years. 

It’s all the fault of four 
Kuwaiti women who made 
history on May 17 by win¬ 
ning seats in their coun¬ 
try’s parliamentary elec¬ 
tions. Their victory was 
made all the more deli¬ 
cious because fundamen¬ 
talists long opposed to 


women’s political rights 
lost several seats. 

A day later, the Saudis 
postponed their elections, 
slated for October. They 
know the ideas that Saudi 
women can pick up from 
their Kuwaiti sisters. 

In the aftermath of Iraq’s 
1990 invasion of Kuwait, 
many Kuwaiti men and 
women fled the violence 
by driving to neighbouring 
Saudi Arabia. Inspired, 47 
Saudi women violated the 
kingdom’s ban on driving 
by taking to the wheel in a 
convoy through the capital 
Riyadh. 

And to this day, the 
country whose oil reserves 


fuel most of the world’s 
cars continues to deny 
women the right to drive a 
car, vote and run for office. 
Men were enfranchised on¬ 
ly in 2005 when the king¬ 
dom briefly flirted with 
democracy by allowing its 
first local elections. Funda¬ 
mentalist clerics ensured 
they remained off limits to 
women. 

Just as they had in 
Kuwait, where for years 
they blocked legislation 
for women’s suffrage. 
Women finally won their 
political rights in 2005, but 
failed in two subsequent 
elections to win seats in 
the 50-member parlia¬ 


ment. 

But now, with neither 
quotas nor the backing of 
political parties, the four 
successful women candi¬ 
dates have proven that 
once conservative voting 
habits can change. 

When conservative Sau¬ 
di clerics claim to be up¬ 
holding “Islam,” point to 
neighbour Kuwait and ask,

Air Canada, credit 
processor reach deal 


Facing a cash crunch 
brought on by a difficult 
economy, Air Canada has 
bought itself breathing 
room from one of its credit 
card processors as it seeks 
to avoid a second 
bankruptcy protection fil¬ 
ing in less than six years. 

The country’s largest air¬ 
line said yesterday it has 
struck a preliminary agree¬ 
ment with an unnamed 
credit card processor that 
will reduce the amount of 
cash Air Canada is re¬ 


quired to hold on its bal¬ 
ance sheet. 

Credit card processing 
companies act as middle¬ 
men between airlines and 
their customers. When a 
customer books a ticket 
through Air Canada’s web¬ 
site or a travel agent using 
a credit card, the processor 
generally hands money 
over to the airline within 
minutes. 

Since the card processor 
can be on the hook if the 
airline goes out of busi¬ 


ness, the agreements gen¬ 
erally require the airlines 
to maintain a specific level 
of cash on their balance 
sheets or face having pay¬ 
ments withheld. 

At present, Air Canada 
has about $1 billion in cash 
and is required by its cur¬ 
rent credit card processing 
agreement to maintain 
cash levels of $900 million. 
Under the new agreement, 
the amount will be re¬ 
duced to $800 million.

The implication is that 
you’d be a fool not to take 
advantage of this “one¬ 
time offer.” It’s not like 
you ever have to use the 
card again. 

Hold on a minute. 
These point-of- 
sale credit card 
pitches are in¬ 
credibly 
tempting 
since they of¬ 
fer a quick fi¬ 
nancial 
bonus. But 
take care that 
you don’t 
ding your 
credit score 
for 

the sake of 
saving $50. 
Every time 


you acquire a new credit 
card you increase the total 
credit available to you 
which means you pose a 
higher risk to lenders. 

Most people who apply 
for a retail card while mak¬ 
ing a purchase don’t even 
know what the credit limit 
will be. You could be sign¬ 
ing up for $10,000 in new 
credit which might have a 
negative impact on your 
score. A lowered credit 
score means that the next 
time you need to re-mort- 
gage, buy a car or take out 
a line of credit, you might 
have a difficult time get¬ 
ting approved.

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Balsillie makes 
formal NHL

hockey While the NHL and 
Phoenix Coyotes owner Jer¬ 
ry Moyes look like they can 
finally get along, the ques¬ 
tion becomes whether the 
league will admit or black¬ 
ball BlackBerry magnate 
Jim Balsillie. 

The league has before it 
the application by the 
billionaire co-founder of Re¬ 
search In Motion to become 
an owner. Next week, it will 
receive an application from 
Moyes to officially move the 
team to Hamilton. 

NHL deputy commission¬ 
er Bill Daly declined to com¬ 
ment on Balsillie’s applica¬ 
tion, but confirmed the 
NHL will continue to pay 
the Coyotes’ bills until the 
team is sold as part of a me¬ 
diation agreement. 

Moyes and the NHL were 
ordered into mediation last 
week by Judge Redfield 
Baum, an order that has 
borne some fruit. 

“The control issue is not 
resolved,” Daly said in an 
email. “But the parties are 
trying to agree on a process 
to jointly operate the club 
pending the sale.” 

A hearing tomorrow will 
shed light on some matters, 
including the process to sell 
the team and the city of 
Glendale’s lawsuit to force 
the team to stay at the Job- 
ing.com Arena for another 
26 years. 

Any relocation will be de¬ 
cided in June, with Moyes 
kick-starting that when he 
hands in his application 
next week. The NHL will 
likely turn down Moyes’ ap¬ 
plication — setting in mo¬ 
tion an anti-trust suit. 

But what it does with Bal¬ 
sillie’s application to be ap¬ 
proved as an owner is any¬ 
one’s guess. Balsillie has al¬ 
ready been approved before 
— when he tried to buy the 
Pittsburgh Penguins — so 
the Balsillie camp is hopeful 
that the vetting process will 
be seamless. 

“We’re hopeful,” said Bal¬ 
sillie spokesperson Bill 
Walker. “The biggest thing 
that’s driving our 
confidence is the fans. The 
NHL wasn’t considering an¬ 
other team in southern On¬ 
tario prior to our bid. Given 
the fact that over 130,000 
fans have singed up for our 
(malceitseven.ca) website, 
the NHL has acknowledged 
that southern Ontario can 
support another team and 
is a good hockey market.”

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Teen girls using sex as currency 


Author/filmmaker raises awareness of middle-class prostitution in Canada

Right under our noses, 
girls are trading oral sex 
for pretty shirts and sex 
for money. 

For her new book and 
film Oral Sex is the New 
Goodnight Kiss, Canadian 
journalist Sharlene Azam 
interviewed teenage and 
pre-teen girls about sexual 
attitudes and found many 
who use sex as currency. 

Even in middle-class 
Canada, girls are being re¬ 
cruited — often by other 
teens — to provide sexual 
services to groups of men 
and boys. 

“I was most surprised to 
learn that there are girls re¬ 
cruiting other girls,” Azam 
told Metro. “It is chilling to 
sit across from a teenage 
girl who talks about target¬ 
ing a pretty, popular girl at 
her school because she 
thinks she has everything 
and is jealous of her.” 

Parents often believe that 
their daughters are safe 
when they are at school, at 
the mall or chatting on the 
Internet. But Azam found 
girls as young as 12 were ac¬ 
tually giving oral sex to 
groups of boys and telling

their parents they were 
hanging out with friends. 
All the boys had to do was 
say they “want a piece” of 
the girl, and she’d perform 


oral sex while the others 
watched, reports Azam, 
who splits her time be¬ 
tween Los Angeles and Van¬ 
couver. She also interviewed 


girls who were willing to 
pose nude on their webcam 
and get paid to send the pic¬ 
tures to anonymous men. 

“There is very little edu¬ 
cation or awareness of what 
is happening to girls be¬ 
cause the problem is so new 
and it is well hidden,” she 
said. 

Why are girls today more 
promiscuous than in the 
past? “The Internet has sped 
up teens’ sexual willingness 
and behaviour,” says Azam. 
“Girls are surrounded by a 
hypersexualized culture 
where they are being 
groomed and encouraged to 
think of themselves as: 
Hooters girl, stripper, pom 
star,” she said. “Exposure af¬ 
fects behaviour.” 

Girls who are looking for 
attention know that a sexy 
video or picture can give 
them power and launch 
them into fame. 

This behaviour can have 
long-term health effects. It 
could affect the girls’ ability 
to trust men later in life and 
to have normal, living rela-

went to a small, mral 
Catholic school and our 
priest used to bring a 
portable confessional 
and set up in the hall¬ 
way every other Tuesday. 
We’d line up to kneel and 
confess our sins through 
the little, latticed window, 
speed through our assigned 
penance prayers and poof, 
the slate would be wiped 
clean for another couple 
weeks. 

The Experience Project 
(experienceproject.com) is 
like one big online personal 
confessional, but instead of 


confessing that you lied to 
your parents or took the 
Lord’s name in vain, partici¬ 
pants “cyber-confess” that 
they’re in a sexless mar¬ 
riage, that they’re having 
an affair with a married 
man or that they’ve fallen 
hard for a guy who clearly 
doesn’t feel the same way. 

“Some of the things 
we’re dealing with may be 
stuff we’re not particularly 
proud of and can’t talk 
about it to people close to 
us for fear of judgment or 
because they simply won’t 
get it,” says site founder Ar¬ 
men Berjikly, a 29-year-old 
computer science engineer 
in San Francisco. “We need 
to talk to people who’ve 
been there that’s often 
more important than even 
knowing who you’re con¬ 
fessing to.” 

Unlike social networking 
sites like Faceboolc full of 
party photos and shiny, 


happy “friends,” sharing 
the minutiae of their daily 
lives, at experiencepro- 
ject.com personal details 
are forbidden and privacy 
is intensely guarded. But 
Berjikly insists it’s not 
about being secretive as a 
way of copping out of being 
honest in your real life but 
an alternative to bottling 
things up or living in de¬ 
nial. 

Cyber confessors I spoke 
to said they found the site 
helpful because it allowed 
them to “get certain things 
off your chest” or “it helped 
to relieve stress and release 
hurtful things from the 
conscience.” 

Being in a sexless mar¬ 
riage was embarrassing for 
42-year-old “Anne.” “Had I 
not stumbled upon the 
website, I probably would 
be divorced right now,” she 
says. “My experience set 
me on the right path to get 


counselling and work on 
my marriage instead of giv¬ 
ing up and becoming an¬ 
other statistic.” 

“There is great value if 
you harness technology to 
be helpful,” says Berjikly, 
who got the idea for the 
site when helping a friend 
with muscular dystrophy 
find online support. “As hu¬ 
mans our most challenging 
experiences are what make 
us who we are as people 
and they are what bond us 
together.”

Boyle wows again 

Singing sensation in final of Britian's Got Talent 


Susan Boyle, the frumpy 
Scottish spinster whose 
amazing voice has become 
a global YouTube 
sensation, stunned 
audiences again on 
Sunday as she was voted 
through to the final of 
Britain's Got Talent. 

Singing Memory from 
the musical Cats, the 48- 
year-old overcame initial 
nerves to produce another 
command performance, 
her soaring rendition win¬ 
ning the telephone vote on 
the talent show. 

“You are one special la¬ 
dy, I have to say, you really 
are,” Simon Cowell, one of 
the panel of three judges, 
said after Boyle’s perform¬ 
ance brought the audience 
to their feet. 


Wearing a shimmering 
purple dress, Boyle looked 
far more primped and 
preened than she did on 
first appearance on the 
show last month, when her 
dowdy looks and quirky 
manner provoked titters 
from the audience, who as¬ 
sumed she couldn’t sing. 

This time, her hair was 
coiffed, her eyebrows were 
plucked and she looked al¬ 
most every inch a star in 
the making. 

“What pressure?” she 
said when asked afterwards 
if she was nervous. “It was 
really good tonight, I really 
enjoyed it... I’m very happy 
to be here and thank you 
all for your support.”

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Album cover art gets facelift 

Digital downloading is changing the relationship between music fans and artwork

There’s more to a CD than 
just the music. Flipping 
through liner notes, read¬ 
ing lyrics and, especially, 
staring at brilliant cover 
art is all part of record lis¬ 
tening experience. Or at 
least it was — with legal 
downloading accounting 
for 20 per cent of all music 
sales, the future of album 
artwork is in jeopardy. 

“There seems to be less 
and less need for artwork,” 
says Bob Mersereau, author 
of the Top 100 Canadian Al¬ 
bums. “When my son buys 
a CD he throws the insert 
away. He doesn’t want it; it 
just gets in the way for him. 
He’s not interested in that 
experience.” 

If Mersereau’s son is any 
indication, the days when 
an album’s cover would of¬ 
ten resonate more than the 
music is over. That worries 
the New Brunswiclc-based 
journalist. 

“When you say Dark Side 
of the Moon, what’s the 
first thing that pops into 
your head? It’s not Money. 
It’s that cover. Abbey Road? 
It’s the cover,” he says. 

While there’s no doubt 
the experience of flipping 
through a CD booklet is 
changing, one web-based 
music store owner doesn’t 
think album art will disap¬ 
pear. 

“The future is limitless,” 
says Dave Ullrich, founder 
of Toronto-based 

Zunior.com. “It might not 
be the same as vinyl, but it 
can be very different and 
different can be better.” 

On his website Ullrich 
gives music buyers the op¬ 
portunity to download PDFs 
of a disc’s artwork, and he

once offered downloaders a 
high resolution Rheostatics 
poster that could be printed 
and framed. 

While he’s happy to give 
his customers more than 
just MP3s, he admits that 
the future of cover art will 
soon be far more dynamic 
than a simple PDF down¬ 
load. 

“It doesn’t exist yet, but 



with things like iPhone 
apps fans will be able to 
easily dig into lyrics, or 
even kick back and just lis¬ 
ten to music and look at 
the record’s artwork, all on 
their phone,” Ullrich ex¬ 
plains. 

Michael Wrycraft, a 
Juno-winning artist who’s 
designed artwork for Bruce 
Cockburn among other 



Canadian acts, should be 
the first one to lament the 
move to digital. But, not 
only is he busier than ever 
before, he thinks the work 
will keep coming well into 
the downloading era. 

“Artwork on paper may 
die out years from now, but 
then someone will down¬ 
load a track, play it on a 
computer and a screen 



saver will pop with credits 
and pictures,” he says. “I’m 
not panicking about my fu¬ 
ture — I just realize that 
someday the material I 
work with might change.” 

Mersereau, however, 
thinks the devaluation of 
cover art is already in full 
swing, especially when it 
comes to major label releas¬ 
es. “There’s less and less 


work going into them al¬ 
ready,” he says. “Take the 
new Bruce Springsteen, 
the reviews are great, but 
it’s the ugliest cover you’ve 
ever seen. Where are the 
iconic shots of the past? 
Where are the great covers 
that you want to hang up 
on your wall?” 

Ullrich agrees that some 
liner notes aren’t as eye¬ 
catching as they used to 
be. He chalks that up to 
budgeting issues, which 
can be resolved when digi¬ 
tal artwork takes off. 

“Creative bands will be 
able to do some really cool 
stuff,” he says. “Digital is 
more wide open — it’s 
even more open than what 
you had in the old days.”

Warm Sesame 
Chicken Salad 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lb (500 g) chicken 
breasts 

1 cup (250 ml) fresh 
whole-wheat breadcrumbs 
1 3/4 cups (425 ml) 
cornflakes, lightly crushed 

4 tsp (20 ml) sesame seeds, 
plus extra to garnish 

1 tsp (5 ml) chili powder, 
or to taste 

2 eggs 

SALAD: 

1/4 white cabbage 
1/2 chicory 
2 heads endive 

HERB DRESSING: 

1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 
parsley 

1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 

fresh oregano 

1 tbsp (15 ml) chopped 

fresh tarragon 

1 tbsp (15 ml) white wine 

vinegar 

5 tbsp (75 ml) olive oil 
1 tsp (5 ml) clear honey 
pepper to taste 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 400 F 
(200 C). Slice each chicken 
breast in half horizontally, 
then cut lengthwise into 
strips. 

2. Place breadcrumbs, 
cornflakes, sesame seeds 
and chili powder in plastic 
bag and shake to mix well. 
Break eggs into shallow 


dish and beat lightly. 

3. Dip chicken strips, one 
at time, in egg, then drop 
into plastic bag, a few at a 
time; shake to coat evenly 
with sesame seed mixture. 
As chicken strips are coat¬ 
ed, transfer to two 
nonstick baking sheet in 
single layer. 

4. Bake chicken strips 15- 
20 minutes, turning pieces 
over halfway through bak¬ 
ing time. 

5. Meanwhile, for salad, 
finely shred cabbage and 
place in large mixing 
bowl. Pull chicory and en¬ 
dive leaves apart and tear 
large ones into smaller 
pieces. Add to mixing 
bowl. 

6. In small screwtop jar, 
shake herb dressing ingre¬ 
dients. Season with 
pepper. Pour dressing over 
salad and toss well. 

7. Divide salad among 4 in¬ 
dividual plates and pile 
cooked chicken pieces on 
top. Garnish with more 
sesame seeds, then serve.
